NEW YORK. Jan. 28—How much have 
property values increased in Crawford 
County in the last ten years or so? What has 
been the effect af the rise on the local tax 
situation? 

According to a government survey. just 
released, the assessed value of property 
that is subject to local taxes has gone up 
substaniially in the period. The increase is 
placed at 388 percent. 

This compares with a rise of 147 percent 
clooewhere in the United States and with 170

percent in the State of Michigan. 

The survey, which covers every section oi 
the country, was conducted by the 
Commerce Department as part of its "1977 
Census of Governments.” 

As a result, preliminary data is now 
available on the 86 million pieces of real and 
personal property that are listed on the tax 
tolls of local communities throughout the 
nation. 

Thair value, for local tax 
purposes, is over $1.177 billion. Ten years 
before, when a similar survey was made. it 
was $442 billion. 

In Crawford County, the government's 
figures show. the assessed value of taxable

property is close to $94.907,000, as against 
the former total of $19,443,000. 

In general, the net assessed value, after 
allowances for exemptions, is the base 
against which the tax rates are applied. 
Usually, however, it is well below the true 
market value of the property. 

Related ta population. the tax base in 
Crawford County is equivalent to approxi- 
mately $11,430 for every man, woman and 
child in the iocal area. 

Elsewhere in the United States, the 
average is $5.060 per canita and, in the State 
of Michigan, $6,010 

The survey shows that the property tax 
continues to be a major source of local 
government financing in the United States. 

However, while it is producing record 
amounts of revenue. $54.9 billion in fiscal 
1976. compared with $25.2 billion ten years 
ago, it is playing a diminishing role. 
according to the new findings. 

It is Currentiy accounting for 81.2 percent 
of all !ocal funds that are raised through 
taxes. as against 86.6 percent previously.

One of the exciting new 
directions in birth defects re- 
search is treatment hy “target- 
ed” enzymes and drugs. The 
idea is to aim enzyme treat- 
ment at specific tissues to re- 
lieve or reverse inherited dis- 
eases of hody chemistry. 

Quite often these diseases 
strike in families with no 
health history of genetic prob- 
lems. In many cases affected 
babies appear healthy at birth, 
but later in life are afflicted 


with mental retardation, se- 


vere physical disability, or 
both. Some die at an early age. 

Tay-Sachs disease, which oc- 
curs mostly in Jewish babies, 
is perhaps the most widely 
known of this class of heredi- 
tary disorders. But there are 
at least a hundred others.

If a 
particular enzyme is defective, 
some necessary substance is 
not produced or some waste 
product is not disposed of, or 
both, and disease results.

One sbvious solution is to 


supply the deficient enzyme to 
a patient lacking it, just as 
certain hormones are used to 
treat hormone-deficiency dis- 
orders. But a major difference 
between hormones and en- 
zymes is that hormones were 
designed by Nature to circu- 
late through the body and be 
trapped by cel]l-types that need 
them. Enzymes are not. When 
an enzyme is iniected into a 
patient, it generally is not 
seized by the tissues most 
needing it. Instead, it is in- 
activated in the bloodstream 
or simply disappears in the 
patient’s body.

on the idea that enzyme mole- 
cules can be treated so that 
they become “attractive” to 
cells or tissue for which they 
are specificaily intended, as 
hormones are. 

March of Dimes-supported 
research into targeted treat- 
ment involves several different 
strategies. One strategy in- 
volves “‘sugar-coating” en- 
zymes. Recent findings show 
that what makes some cells 
seize certain molecules from 
blood is the presence of various 
sugars. Techniques for adding 
or changing the sugar compo- 
nents of enzymes are being 
explored by March of Dimes 
research grantees Drs. George 
Jourdian and Roy Schnickel 
at the University of Mich- 
igan, and Ir. Yuan Lee at 
Johns Hopkins University in 
Maryland. 

Baiting cells 

Another approach is packag- 
ing enzyme Solutions in micro- 
scopic oily bubbles and baiting 
their surfaces with antibodies. 
This protects the enzymes and 
makes them attractive to sca- 
venger cells.

ANN ARBOR—"The days are 
steadily growing ionger during 
February, but atso they may be 
getting colder.” says University 
3 Michigan astronomer Hazel 


of i 
M. Losh. 

“In fact. at the beginning of 
the month, we could have some 
of our coldest weather. Ouring 
January, we have been losing 
more heat at night than we have 
been able to gain during the 
day. with the resulting tendency 
for the weather to grow steadily 
colder.” 

Prof. Losh explains that “the 
atmosphere acts as a blanket, 
heaping mucn of the sun's 
warntity fom the earth in these 
last days of winter. Fortunately. 
the days are growing steadily 
tonger, until by the end of 
February. the day 1S adoui ii 
hours in length. 

The U-M astronomer notes 
that February 1s a good tins to 
ebserve Ursa Major, the Big 
Bear. in the evening skies. 

“Although it is always above 
the horizon, this is perhpas the 
time when its whole outline may 
be most easi'y traced out,” 
Prof Losh says. “Ht is climbing 
above the northeastern horizon 
as darkness comes on. rising 
higher and hiqher as the evening 
progresses. 

"The Big Dipper comprises 
fhe main part of the Biq Bear, 
the Bowl lining its body and the

Nandi iis tail. tt ties 
with three paws represented by 
pairs of stars stretcned upwaid 
high in the northern sky. 

“Tne head is iocated by faint 
stars which precede the Dipper 
Bowl at about the same dis- 
tance as the end star of the 
Handle trails behind it. The two 
stars that mark the front end of 
the Bowl are known as the 
‘Pointers, and they serve as

Prof. Losh points out that, by 
the end of the month, Venus 
should be showing up as the 
bright evening star in the 
westem sky. 

‘Furiunately, the ether bright 

planets are also visible during 
the avening hours," she says. 
“Joined as they are at the 
middie of the month by the 
gibbous moon, they all add 
their glamor to the brilliant late 
winter stars. 
As darkness comes on, 
Jupiter should be detected 
north of Orion and on the 
opposite side of the constella- 
tion from Sirius, the brightest 
star of them ail. 

“Foliowing Jupiter wili come 
Mars south of Pollux and Castor 
in Gemini. Saturn wiff be rising 
with Regulus near sunset, and 
will he visible the whole night 
through.”

Where were you when the big snow 
hit? How did you survive? 

These are almost stock questions 
following the big snow of late January 
1978, and each of us has a different 
answer, of course. 

For me, the big snow turned a 
one-day business trip to Tennessee into 
a four-day traveler's nightmare type of 
odyssey. : 

The original plan was simple: Fly to 
Chicago early on Wednesday morning, 
then take a plane to Nashville, look at 
same nrinting machinery. hop another 
plane back to Chicago, and back home 
by 10 p.m. Simple. 

it could have worked, too, except for 
some fog over Nashville, which diverted 
us to Memphis and ruined any chance 
of conducting the business trip in the 
same day. Then, of course, the snow 
started falling, and falling, and falling. 

What it meant to me personally was 
returning 59 hours tate, finally reaching 
home on Saturday morning instead of 
Wednesday night, and having flown on 
four airlines, been stuck in four dif- 
ferent cities, tried three different un- 
expected motels, and stood an esti- 
mated 10 hours of that 59 in airline 
ticket lines, 

As I've often said, flying is the way to 
go -- if it just didn’t take so long. 

Other unexpected sidelights of the 
big snow for me included putting a 
rent-a-car into a ditch because of a 
heavy snowfall in the foothills of

started. and fortunately neither deiver 
(me) nor passenger (an equipment 
salesman from Boston) was hurt. We 
hitched a ride 22 miles into town in the 
back end of a construction worker's 
pick-up truck, along with all his tools. 

We also were thrilled by a $50 taxi 
ride from Clarksville, Tenn., to Nash- 
ville, slip-sliding around on ice-covered 
expressways. We made it to the airport 
in time for scheduled take-off — and 
then waited overnight before we could 


fly out. 
Finally, after being an unscheduled 
guest at a Nasiwitle motel, | was able to 


get into Detroit Friday morning — but 
nothing was moving to other Michigan 
airports, So it was waii again, and 
anothér non-scheduled hotel stay.

Blizzard of 1978 was a whopper, 
and it brought some majar lessons 


hit. After hitching a ride to my 
neighborhood, my odyssey ended with 
the Jast mile on foot; my subdivision 
roads hadn't been plowed yet. 

But | was home. 

Several insights are apparent from all 
this. Try these for size: 

For some reason, we tend to be 
rather casual about entrusting our 
nersonal safety to utter strangers. | refer 
to my hitch aboard the pick-up truck in 
the hills of Tennessee, and again to the 
focal cab driver and his slippery trip to 
Nashville. Were they good drivers? 
Could they manipuiaie icy and dan- 
gerous conditions? | had no idea: but 
my personal safety was thrust un- 
questioningly into their hands. Strange 
behavior. 

—Generally speaking, people are 
friendly and helpful. Time and again | 
ran into folks who smiled and laughed, 
even though the conditions were tiring 
and frustrating; airiine cierks generally 
were iong-sufferiig without iosing their 
cool (atihough ihis was not universally 
true.) I'll remember the kindness of the 
truck driver in Tennessee, who delivered 
us to the front door of ihe newspaper 
where We were neaced, and would 
accent only our thanks: of the oresident 
of the Clarksville Kiwanis Club, who 
taxied us downtown when we couldn't 
find another way; of the Auto Club 
manager, who agreed to handle the 
details of the ditched rent-a-car so | 
could continue my trip without worry. 
ls a lesson, 

—No matter how bad things seem to 
be, they could always be worse. My own 
experiences, aggravating as they seem- 
ed, paled, beside the tales of other 
stranded travelers. And compared with 
the blizzard-bound in so many places, 
my Tennessee trip was a genuine 
vacation. Personal problems, it seems, 
are all relative. 

—And finally, the overriding impres- 
sion goes to the enormity of nature, and 
the relative insignificance of each of us. 
When God wiggles his little finger, as 
someone has put it, He can bring 
everything to a halt. Unexpectedly, 
we're idled ... but the world goes on 
without us. Stacked beside the magni- 


tude af the bia snow of 1978, our 


individual activities and concerhs seem 
rather inconsequential. 

These are some of the lessons I've 
learned from the blizzard of 1978.

DNR Assists Victims 
of ‘Blizzard of '78' 


LANSING — Several Depart- 
meni of Natural Resources per- 
sonnel took part in the rescue of 
many northern Michigan resi- 
denis durifig Jatiuary's crippling 

Fire and forestry personnel of 
the DNR’s Forest Management 
Division were able to take 
special tracked venicies, nor- 
mally used ta arnom snowmo- 
bile trails, and put them to use 
reaching stranded nonnern resi- 
dents in areas that even snow- 
mobiles could not penetrate 
during what has been called the 
worst winter storm in recent 
Michigan histary. 

DNR Regional Recreation and 
Environmental Forester Bill Ma- 
stationed in Roscom- 
mon, reports that six-foot drifts 
across many northern roads and 
an accumutation of 36 inches of 
snow on the ground in some 
areas brought transportation to 
a standstill! during the storm 
between January 26-28. 

“DNR tracked vehicles eight 
feet wide. nine feet high, and 11 
feet long with heated cabs were 
the only vehicles able to move 
in many areas.” Mahalak says. 

Because of the unique capa- 
bilities of the machines, the 
DNR volunteered to help focal 
sheriff's depariments answer 
emergency calls at the very 
beginning of the storm. 

In Mio, Oscoda County, the 
ONR worked with the sheriff's 
department to rescue an elderly 
counle stranded in their cabin. 
Snow and ice had dammed up 
on the AuSable River, flooded 
the banks and brought a foot of 
water into their cabin. The DNR 
snow tractor rescued the couple 
and took them to Mio, where 
they found shelter.

per 25. 50, 100 or 500; and birch 
in clumps of three 3-4 ft. trees. 
The District will also make 
arrangements for planting the 
trees and shrubs for local or 
absentee landowners. 

Wildlife packets can also be 
ordered which include 150 
plants per bundle. These pack- 
ages contain 50 red pine, 50 
autumn olive, 25 silky dogwood 
and 25 Norway spruce. 

Trees and shrubs can be used 
for many types of land im- 
provements. Shrubs can be 
used to provide food and cover 
for botn game and oiras. The 
trees can be used for wildlife 
cover and screen. reforestation, 
Christmas tree production, cri- 
livai area Sidbiiizatiun, wid 
breaks and for other land im- 
provement work.

Fund next year and let the 
taxpayers know exactly where 
the lottery moenics are Geing 
spent 

“When Michigan started the 
lottery in November, 1972, the 
people of this state expressed 
great concern over where those 
addition 
be spent.” McCollough said. 
“Since that time the state has 
placed those lottery monies in 
the general fund where they 
Nave veen spent on anything 
and everything. 

“I believe it is time that we fet 
the taxpayers know exactly 
where we are spending those 
additional revenues.” the Chair- 
man of the Senate Finance 
Committee added. “by earmark- 
ing all lottery monies for edu- 
cation.” 

During the 1976-77 fiscal year 
the School Aid Fund expendi- 
tures totaled $1.5 billion. Mi- 
chigan’s lottery raised $109.7 
miiiion duting thai same period. 

“The people of Michigan are 
fooking for accountability in 
their state government.” Mc- 
Cullough said “I think it is 
about time that we started to 
give them that accountability 
especially where their money is 
concerned.”
